1. 1 CALLED JULY 18 ON CYPRIOT AMBASSADOR DIMOSTHENIS

THE SOVIET REACTION TO KAKARIOS’ FALL. IT WAS CLEAR THAT 
THE AMBASSADOR IS OUT OF TOUCH. HE APPEARED UNCERTAIN 
OF HIS OWN POSITION. THE AMBASSADOR SAID HE HAS 
RECEIVED NO COMMUNICATIONS OR INSTRUCTIONS FROM NICOSIA 
SINCE THE COUP BEGAN. IN THE CIRCUMSTANCES HE HAS
